To Standard Oil Company's 
Motion In Ohio Su­ 
preme Court. 


FAVOR TH E FILIPINOS 


HE NAMES THE INDIVIDUAL 


Who Offered Him $ 4 0 0 ,0 0 0 to Drop 
th e P raseeution o f the Company 
F o r V iolating the A ntitrust Law In 
O hio—O th er Q uestions Propounded 
by Trusts. 


Columbus, May 9.—Attorney General 
Mon nett yesterday afternoon filed in tho 
supreme court his answer to the motion 
of the Standard company requesting 
that he designate the persons alluded to 
iu his statement that he had been ap­ 
proached with offers of bribes to dismiss 
the suits against the company» and 
names Charles B. Squires, formerly of 
Cleveland, aud now of New York, as 
the party through whom the alleged 
proposition 
was made. 
Charles 
B. 
Squires is a brother of F. B, Squires, 
secretary of the Standard Oil company. 
The attorney general, in his answer, 
says: 
"The motion having been made 
to be heard May IS, the attorney gener­ 
al waives the length of time and asks 
for an immediate hearing. 
He concurs 
in the request of the defendant that the 
court appoint a commissioner to take 
the legal testimony which bears upon 
the truth of such charges as are set 
forth in the complaint, or that such 
testimony may be taken in any other 
mode that this court may deem expedi­ 
ent. 
“The plaintiff had no means of bring­ 
ing the defendant into court in con­ 
tempt without an order from this court, 
but the same having been waived by the 
entry of apf>earanoe by this motion and 
to avoid delay, plaintiff complies with 
the demands of the motion so far as it is 
able. The attorney general cannot 0 0 m- 
ply with the first request, requiring the 
plaintiff to name the person who re­ 
quested Hon. Daniel J. Ryan, but the 
same can be had through legal process 
under the orders of this court lrom wit­ 
nesses w ho have the knowledge thereof. 
The plaintiff cannot comply with the 
second request of th? Standard’s attor­ 
neys ootnpelling Hon. D. K. Watson to 
furnish the name* of parties who made 
the offers and representations in said 
complaint set forth, but the same o*n be 
obtained under an order from this court 
from witnesses who have such informa­ 
tion. 
“ As to the third request in the motion 
addressed to the attorney general to 
name the party w ho had the conversa­ 
tions with him aud to name parties con­ 
nected there with 
representing 
the 
Standard Oil company the attorney gen­ 
eral says that the party calling him 
up from Cleveland and the party mak­ 
ing the proposition set forth in the com­ 
plaint was Charles B. Squires formerly 
of Cleveland, now of New York city; 
and tho stockholders and officers repre­ 
senting the Standard Oil company that 
Charles B 
Squires claimed were the 
parties and through whom the proposi­ 
tion had in some way come to him was 
Frank Rokefeller of Cleveland, a stock­ 
holder of the Standard Oil company; F. 
B. Squires, secretary of the Standard 
Oit oompanv, and Charles N. Haskell, 
late of New York city.” 
The attorney general says that to as­ 
certain in what way Charles B. Squires 
received his communications from the 
above parties the state will be compelled 
to take testimony under an order of this 
court. 
“ The only agent or employe of the 
Standard Oil company,” the attorney 
general says, “ that plaintiff cau furnish 
the oourt under that motion that paid 
the expenses of Dewitt C. Jones and 
heard at least part of the conversation 
referred to in the paragraph of the orig­ 
inal complaint, and the only name that 
plaintiff cau furnish to this court with­ 
out legal process is the name furnished 
plaintiff by Dewitt C. Jones, namely 
that of Virgil P. Kline, one of the at tor- 
nefa in tills ca-'e, 1 hen represei ing the 
Standard Oil company. 
The true re­ 
lationship existing between the Standard 
Oil company aud Virgil P. Kline aud 
Dewitt C. Jones iu this behalf can only 
be obtained by the court authorizing the 
testimony to be taken of such parties 
having the information thereof.” 
Mr. Mouuett’s statement that he can­ 
not name the person who "requested 
Hon. Daniel J. Ryan” refers to the 
story that Mr. Ryan, while a nominee 
for secretary of state, was alleged to 
have been approached by a party who 
wanted him to use his iufiueuce with 
Hon. 1). K. Watsonf then attorney gen­ 
eral, to induce him to withdraw suits [ 
which 
he (Watson) 
had 
instituted 
against the Standard Oil company. The 
story was to the effect that Mr. Ryan 
was offered $75,000 for his influence, 
aud a> much more as might be neces­ 
sary to accomplish the desired result. 


Tone o f the Fren ch Press Inspired by 
Foreign Office. 
Paris, May 9.—Public attention here, 
or such portion as can be spared from 
the consideration of the 
everlasting 
Dreyfus case, is being turned toward the 
conflict now in progress in the Philip­ 
pine islands, and it is impossible to deny 
that public sympathy here is with the 
Filipinos. 
The attitude of that portion of the 
press which is known to receive its in­ 
spiration directly from the foreign of­ 
fice, and from the government, leads to 
the belief that the latter is favorably dis­ 
posed toward 
the 
insurgents. 
The 
United States has every reason to feel 
aggrieved at this attitude on the part of 
the official press, since there is no doubt 
that 
it 
encourages 
the 
insurgents 
through their junta here in their resist­ 
ance against the Americans. 
It is difficult to assign any cause for 
this sympathy, excepting perhaps jeal­ 
ousy of the United States, but there is 
no doubt that the feeling will 
ere 
long 
take 
a 
practical 
form, 
in 
the 
shape 
of 
a 
combination 
be­ 
tween France and Germany for the 
purpose of demanding from the United 
States heavy damages for the alleged 
loss of French aud German property in 
the Philippines, and injury to French 
and German commercial interests there, 
through the insurrection. 
According to 
precedent and to the terms of interna­ 
tional law, the United Stater became 
theoretically responsible for these dam­ 
ages from the moment that she assumed 
the sovereignty of the Philippine islands, 
and attention is drawn to the fact that 
after the Arab insurrection, in Egypt, 
of 1882, when a qnantity of French and 
German property was destroyed, partly 
by insurgents and partly in suppressing 
the insurrection, the Egyptian govern­ 
ment was compelled, on the restoration 
of tranquility, to pay damages to the ex­ 
tent of over $30,000,000 to these foreign 
nations.
